not bur diſcover tfuch Our Intentions and Preparations, and cannot be ſuſpected tor their 
Honors and Intercl!s, ro combine in ſuch miichievous and horrid Reſolutions. 

And theretore We firaighrly Charge and Commandall our loving Subjects upon 
their Allegeance.andas they will anſiver the contrary at thetr perills ,that they yeiid no 
obedience or conſent tothe ſaid Propotitions, and Orders ; and that they prelume rot 
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(under any ſuch Precences, or by colour of ay ſuch Orders) toraiſe or Jeavy any Horle 
or Men, orto bring in any Money,or Plate to ſuch purpoſe : But if norwithiltandingthis 
cleare Declaration and Evidence ot our Intentions , theſe wen (whole Deſigne it is to 
compell Us to raiſe Warre upon Our Parliament, (\ hich alltheir $kill and melice ſhail 
never beabletoefieR)ſhallthink fir by chelz Alarmesto awakenlis to a more necelary 
eare of the defence of Our Selte and Our People. and 1119! 
defence) in ſo unheard-ofa Manner provide {and t.duceothers to fo2 W two, to offend 
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Us, having given Us ſo lively te'timony ot: their Afections wat they. are willine to
